Led Dull Life 

Moses Mendelssohn was bom in 
Dessau In 1729 and died 17S3. Ho led 
an uninteresting and simple llfo. one 
almost as dull as that of a SIcGill 
professor, stated the speaker. He 
came of very poor parents whom he 
finally persuaded to let him go to 
study at Berlin where ho l>ecamc the 
pupil of Ilabli! Frankel. He was a 
book-keeper for a time, a friend of 
'..esslng's, then he died. A very dull 
outward life, indeed, but his hmcr 
llfo was far different. 

Ho was a critic and a piiilosopher; 
ho was virtuous and virtuous people 
arc A'ery rarely remembered. But 
aiounil his personality there formed 
a Kort of myth; as around all great 
ciitiractcrs there grows "a body of le- 
gend. IJccuuso ho was simply a cri-

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Our German Cousins 

Wc read with pleasure of the attempt 
on the part of the Department of German- 
ics to stimulate the interest in the Germa'n' 
language by the organization of a group of 
students to carry on conversations in the 
German tongue. It i.s rather gratifying to 
learn that while loud-mouthed politicians 
arc advocating closer international rela- 
tions, and at the same time doing their beat 
to drain the resources of their former en- 
emies through war reparations, that some 
genuine effort is being made to bring the 
English and German races closer together 
by a knowledge of each others' tongues. 

The ro-opcning of the Department at 
^J[cGill after the War was followed some 
years later by re-admittancc of Rhodes 
scholars at Oxford from German universi- 
ties; but the process of forgetting has 
workcfl very .<lowIy in the minds of the 
antagonists of 1914. There is every reason 
why the study of German should be po- 
pular among American students. Indis- 
putably Germany leads the scientific 
world; many celebrated works on chemis- 1 
try and botany rare accessible only to those 
who can read them in the German. Ein- 
stein has propounded mathematical theo- 
ries whose intricacies render attempts at 
translation hopeless. Just now Dr. Eisler 
is raising universal controversy as a result 
of his rcva]utionar>- treaties on the life of 
Christ. 

Apart from her scientists and philo- 
sophers, Germany has presented the world 
3 coterie of composers to whom culture is 
irreparably indebted. In the field of litera- 
ture the exquisite poetic utterances of 
Heine, Goethe and Schiller have been set 
to music by .«cores of composers, and are 
played by famous orchestras everywhere. 

Let us hope that interest in the lan- 
guage of such manifold genius may con- 
tinue to grow on this continent; that the | 
time is not far distant when German will j 
be as widely aludicd as French is at pre- 1 
iicnt, and that a nation-wide knowledge j 
and understanding of this talented raccj 
may entirely obliterate any remaining bit- ^ 
1er memories. i 



after truth is usually too difficult for him 
to acquire. 

Students, however, have greater oppor- 
tunities. They have younger minds, greater 
capacity for humility and the help and ad- 
vice of many thoughtful professors. But a 
general willingness is lacking. Our Univer- 
sities, as Dr. Kotschnig pointed out, are 
greatly in need of departments of inter- 
national studies. As long as McGill stu- 
dents, for example, are more anxious to 
have a new gymnasium than have such a 
department founded, intelligent inter- 
nationalism will make little headway. 

We endorse the beliefs of both Colonel 
Bovey and Dr. Kotschnig. We feel, how- 
ever, that as long as students, wjio later 
on will have much to do with the future of 
Canada,, are careless of their responsibil- 
ity, and show no inclination to study na- 
tional and international problems in an in- 
telligent way, little real progress will be 
made.

! Generalisations 

Colonel Wilfred Bovcy's recent dc- 
» nunciation of {(cncrali,«ations about Can-

; owing to little accurate knowledge. " He

The same charge of generallBationii 
was brought against the average believer 
in intcrnationali.im by Dr. Walter Kotsch- 
nig, general secretary of the International 
Student Service, in his speech before •Mc- 
Gill students recently. Just -as Colonel 
Bovey believes that much animosity is 
aroused nationally by ignorant sweeping 
statements, so Dr. Kotschnig believes that 
the same vagueness internationally, al- 
though positive, contains nothing .really 
helpful tov/ards promotion of peace and 
undcriîtanding.

' evening paper which he brings home with 
him each evening, can not be expected to 
take an intelligent attitude toward qu'es- 
tion.s of national and international import- 
ance, UnleH.s he makes an effort to study 
them .seriously, with a view to interpreting 
. them in.-tead of swallowing whole every- 
thinj; he reads or hears about them, his 
con<;!u/,'ionr; are not likely l.o hti worth very 
mucii.

I'roBfams have liti roved enormounly due to sever- 
al reajon*. One is that the novelty of merely 
ll»t*nlnr to a radio ha* now worn off., and the 
public I* now demanding better mu*lc ncceptlon 
Is well-nigh perfect: formerly good and bad alng- 
ers wunded alike — they wcro hoth Jtijl a nolic. 
Now thi* !» pa»t. and (ju»!:ty la u much In de- 
mand a.1 dletanco »nd vol•J.^le wer« formfrl). 

A» far mu»lc 1» concerned, the radio haj 
revteleJ potentUlltles both for good and for evil. 
Let u« firil con»lder wh»t benefit* It has or can 
brine. 

Kadlo ha* broug.-.t ly.t t.-<»juro of c!a*»l- 
cal and modem music mio t.^ie homea of ihoie who 
otherwitc would have never heard them. It '.» 
safe to »ay that there 1* a larger number of p*ople 
who ara acquainted today with claealcal mu»lc 
than there ever waa. A great artUt or oreh*»lra 
can reach mora people In 'on* radio appearance 
than would otherwUe be poailble In a life time. 

Th<i radio bring* ih« best. Wo .-iro awaro t.'iJt 
there are eiceptlon* to thl*. but no Inferior talent 
can be entirely *uecc»»ful. Th* microphone !« u 
critical, dlapaaatonate Inetntment. tt I* not Im- 
pre*«ed by *ta«lng or action. It pick* out every 
flaw In the performance, and dellvem It to the 
Uatener. Anyone who ha* heard an a.mnipur vlo- 
llnlit or second rat* «oprano over th* n!r, can 
vouch for Ihl-L What may »cund ord.nnrj- In the 
theatre, when the performer In preicnt. can be 
ver}- painful when It I* emitted by the loUd epeakcr. 

The radio mutt also bo credited with th* re- 
turrectlon of numerou* old and nlmo*t forgotten 
work* of great beauty. Araonir then* wero .isem* 
which were known only to muelclan*. They were 
never played becau»c there «a» on nccailon to do 
»o. They, perhaps, form part* of Incompleted 
operas, or may be tailed for unuAual combination* 
of ln*trum*nt». They have been hunted out and 
brought to the public'* attention. *Nlghtly cla**!- 
cal programs, such aa the "Slumber Hour", In^tlme, 
exiiatiat the supply of known music. .\« a result, 
old nu.Tib»r«. which without tlic ladlr, wo-jM have 
been absolutely forgotten have received a new leaae 
of life. 

So much for th* benefit* of the radio. But 
what about It* harmful effects? The mo«t obvlou* 
evil of radio progrsm*. taken on iho average, I* 
their chaapnêis. They cater to mass consumption 
and try to please everyone. Th^- have the Holly- 
wood *tamp, Th*r* Is a tendency to get down to 
the ten year old limit lo that the concert may go 
over no one* h*ad. This I* due, of courac, lo the 
cpdneorlns vy*temi. If x radio concert I* being 
given by an advenlner, ho 1» gointt to make cer- 
tain that he hàa the lareeet possible audience. 
Popular music, no matter how rotten li msy he. 
Is the best way to assure thl«. A* a result we 
have hour after hour of crooner, danoe oreheatrn 
and b.\rber shop quartet. , There arc few sponsored 
programa which ara eutstandlni;. or which at- 
tempt to purvay what la good In tiiusle.' Thia I* 
the lea*«r attraction of radio, but like all general 
rule* ha* fortunately exceptions. 

Music It written primarily to be listened to, 
opera lllitwUc, although good performonce In thl* 
case la not iinwelcomo. All vyhe hava radio* 
are awaro of certain hour* during which these eai^ 
b« heard to their beat advantage. Their popular- 
ity, Increaalnff a* more people "discover" the dai- 
sies I* maklnv some sponsor* of radio program* 
change their tactics, with reault* that are highly 
welcome. Almost all the good opera* have been 
put on ^ the niri large symphony orchcalra* aro 
given new fields and audlenoea; mulilcal genii are 
procured for the radio, whenever thoy can bo af- 
forded, and l4i* eagameis with which they are 
awaited nhowa th« wisdom of nttch procecdure. 

If one of the biblical prophète could live to- 
day, one of hi* contribution* to that most famous 
of all j>ook* would mo*t likely be after the foN 
lowing manner;— "8et tjp yotir box of wire* and 
lamps and turn 11* dials, then out of the air shult. 
come MHelcl" 

Tlie:;Mpiilreal Orchestra 

The oroiiestra air debut wa» mo»t *uce»»*ful. 
All Itn beautiful rich lone camo over tmdUtorted, 
while ihfl wind «ecilnn, ordinarily one of It* weaker' 
appeared much fuller, and more nearly equalled 
in sheoglh the real of llio orchestra. One notlc*- 



abla between this and moat other orchestras that 
tire broadcast, wa« the remarkable clearness of 
each Instrument and the ease with which they 
could be picked out. Thl* did not diminish tho 
fulncsa of tho tone, hut rather enhanced, tho music. 
The program was a most Interesting one, handled 
veiT well, and ahotlld' easily have w-on mony moiio 
admirers for the orchestra. 

The program chosen for the. Sunday afternoon 
concert was somewhat dull and unlnlorestlnp. but 
was saved from being a failure by tho e.vcellcitt 
playing of the musicians. 

With ono cxdoptloni the music was modern, — 
of IX type that demoiids d'yery fine technical skill, 
but which has comparatively few iiitcrcstlne bits 
of melody. Olazounov's Symphony No. 0 In C 
minor. Is a very majestic composition offering much 
variety to tho musician but finishing with a very 
nourishing last few notes, that do not seem to 
harmonise well with the rest. Tho most attractive 
piece played was Handel's Concerto Grosso, done 
very well, especially by llie three soloists ncces- 
»ai-y.

It may 
be In the lyrics, which express nothing, but this 
seems to bo the case of almost ail Jars. (Bruns- 
wick 6031). 

"neaching for the Moon'' theme song of the 
picture playing ut present In one of the' downtown 
theatres. Is recorded together with "Heartaches" 
played by Jacques Ttenard and hi* Orchestra. The 
melodies are attractive. Inclined to be sentimental, 
ond are rendered well.

with Predericlc the Great, who was

Though Frederick probably, had a' 
very great Interest in Jlendelssolin, 
since he particularly occupied himself 
with poetry and criticism, it is not 
probable that the two men ever sat 
together at tho dinner table. Dr. Wal- 
ters said; for Frederick was by tradl- 
tlon and royal upbringing an anti- 
sémite. He treated Losslng and Jlen- 
delsEohn In the same abrupt manner 
granting to tho latter permission to 
remain In Berlin only after long pcti- 
tioning. 

Eminent Philosopher 

During his own time and down lo 
he time of, Kant, Mendelssohn was 
respected as tho most eminent philo- 
sopher. JI« was a strong believer in 
tlie use of reason and would prove 
the existence of God by It. His cri- 
tical reviews began an entirely new 
method of criticism and his clear and 
lucid writing did much to help the de- 
velopment of Germon literature. 

Jn regards lo Jewl.sii aff.-jlr.», jim- 
delssohn did not desire reform ot Ju- 
daism or of Judaic precepts. But he 
did want more Jews to learn the lan- 
guage of their ancestors, Hebrew. Jlc 
also tried to bring his fellow Jews In 
touch with German culture and lo 
this end translated the Pentateuch in- 
to Oemuiji.

A bushel of coal cuhIh ^JSS In 
American, money. This Is iicçauso 
tho coal Is dirtleult to mino nnd Irans- 
pnrlaliou faclllllos aro poor, hilnco 
none ot tlio buildings can bo Im.'ilrd, 
the pcopio wear n great deal of 
clothing. JIIh.s Jimca said slio wore 
two suits of wotilun underwear, n 
heavy sweater, and two coals. The 
children are so binidled up (hnl Ihcy 
aro unablo lo lower their arms lo 
llu'lr yUlcs. 

There aro many thousand!! ot beg- 
gars organized under a beggar king. 
Itcformers find 11 alnio.Mt imposslblo 
to do away with tlils custom becnuso 
It Is considered a thoroughly honor- 
able profession. Somo rich fnmllleti 
feed IIS many lis ■ 300 beggars dr.lly. 

Tlio Induslrlnl classes dip out 
hovels In Iho ground wllli their liands 
bccaUEo tlicy cannot afford tools. 
These havels are onllroly, nntiirnlshed. 
Tho inmates wlcep Inidillcd together 
on Iho ground, covered by a tew tat- 
tered rags and old newspapers. Their 
meals consist of two bowls of rico a 
day, nnd some hot tea. Water heated 
in Iiiigo caldrons is the only sourco of 
hot water, and it is not free. 

Tho women work 10 liours a day in 
ilio factories in addition to making all 
tho clothing for their largo families. 
They also attend schools conducted by 
settlement houses and aro pitifully 
eager to learn to read and write. For 
tlielr benefit an alfcn.pt .j being 
111!. do to simplify the Chine.'!'- langu- 
age , which now consists ot some 
:5,000 cbaiaclcrs. One thousand of 
tiio mo!?t common word.s havo been 
selected, and these words aro taught 
in a four months' course. 

Miss Jones based her observations 
on tho situation in largo cities, par- 
ticularly Shanghai. She estimated 
that about SO per cent of the Clilneso 
people live under such conditions.
